cuftd by the Labour of fo many Centuries, repaired at

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be Expence of fo many Millions, and cemented by fuck 
of Blood, be in Danger of being fub- 
verted by the King’s lofing his Independency, as truly as by 
the Commons lofing their Independency. oe 
This is the Confttution of England; andI call upon Mr. 
Ciicaftle, or the Author of the Differtation on Parties, to 


expan nnd vindicate the following Propofition laid down 


in the Craft/men, in any other confiftent Senfe: wiz. 
«< The Friends of Liberty acknowledge, that a Balance of | 
<¢ the Powers, divided among the Three Parts of the Le- 


giflature, 1s efential to our Conftitution, and neceflary 


<< to fupport it”. 

This being true, what fhall we think of any Attempts 
made to deprive his Majefty of that Power over all Offi- 
cers, Civil, Military, and Eccle fiaftical, which is fo abfolute- 
ly neceffary to the Prefervation of his Confitutiona/ Indepen- 
dency; or ofa LATE ATTEMPT made todeprive the 
K ing of his Lega/ Power of placing or difplacing Officers of 
the Army? for the Confequence would be, that the Army 
would be no longer properly /ubje to the King. If this 
Power was taken from the King, and lodged in the Par/ia- 


ment, ’twould then bethe Parliament’s Army; which would 


be weakeaing the Balance on the King’s Side ; as the D//po- 


fstion of ali Places by the Parliament, would be a total De- 


fruGion of the Balance, and an End put to all Kingly Go- 
vernment. But, if inftead of lodging this Power of dif- 
placing Officers of the Army in the Parliament, we fhould 
lodge it in the Army itfe/f, and fuffer none to be removed, 
but what are removed by a Court-Martial, that would be 
fetting up gnother Power in the Kingdom, which would 
have a firong and direct Tendency to make the 4 rmy @o- 
folute and mdependent of both King and Parliament: It 
would be, in Effect, taking away the dcfenfive Pcwer of 
the Kingdom from the Krag, and doing that for the pre- 
feat Army by Law, which Cromveli’s Army did for them- 
felves agzinft all Law, meking then/felves removable only by 
themfelves : The Confequence of which was, that after they 
hid deftroyed K ing and Lords, they turned our the Con'- 
mens t0O, who conftitauted them.

Such aa Attempp 
will Jet us All clearly fee the Defign of thofe Men wha 
talk fo loudly of a National Union: ‘The Defign is, to 
fettie another Conftitution, which they affirm, the Nation 
hath a Right to expe, anda Right to refiff, if not com- 
plied with. And yet thefe Men who are now thus af#y- 
ally attempting to alter the Conftitution, in its very Fun- 
-damentals, as well as publifhing to the World, that it 
ought to be fo altered, are the fame Perfons who continu- 
ally write and act againft the pre/eat Government, under 
the fpecious Pretence of defending the Confitution - Thefe 
Men who have been, for feveral Years paft, declaiming- 
upon the Danger of an Army, are the fame Perfons who 
lately attempted to eftablifh a kind of Eternity and Inde. 
pendency in the Army, by making the Officers removable 
only by them/edves. 

To conclude: An Attempt to deprive the King of his 
Right of difplacing Officers, unlefs tried by a Court-Mar- 
tial, is an Attempt to deprive him not only of a Power 
which is his Right ky Law, but which is suf in it/e/f, and 
ought to be made his Right by Law, if it was not fo ; be- 
caufe there may be fubftantial Reafons, not cognizable by 
a Court-Martia/, nor fit to be laid before them, which 
ought to determine a King of Eng/end to difplace an Of.- 
ficer, as unqualified for fo great and important a Truft; 
fuch as Difaffection to his Government, or faétious Cabal- 
fing with Trayters and known Facobites, and vowing 
ftruction to his beft Friends and moft faithful Servants,

Arguments againft a Scheme lately propiofed, to make all the 
Regimental Officers of the Army Officers for Life. 


HE general Converfation having been yery much 
| employed on the Subject of a Scheme, for prevent- 
ing the Officers, not above the Rank of Colonels of Regi- 
ments, of fuch Land-Forces, as foall at any Time be cllow- 
ed by Autherity of Parliament, yrom being deprived cf thesr 
Commiffions, otherwife than by Judgement of a Court-mar- 
tizl to be held fer that Purpofe, cr by Addrefs of either 

Houfe 


Houle of Parliament, will be allowed me maiatain, 
what appears to de the concurring Fudgment of oth FTou/es 
of Parliament, and to fhew that, were fuch a Scheme 
ever to obtain as a Law, the Conftitution would neither b 
Ccured by its Operation, nor remain fafe under it. 

The Britnh Conftitution is a mix’d Form of Govern- 
ment, or limited Monarchy, wherein the Prince, the NO- 
Hles. and the Commons have different Allotments ot 
Power. . To the Prince belongs the executive Power, or 
the Prefervation of the whole Community. His Admint- 
Graton is the Life of the Laws, and it 1s tor this Reafon, 
that the Throne knows no Vacancy. To him muft here- 
fore belong a Power adequate to the Protection of his 
People, that they may neither be overwhelmed by foreign 
Tnvafions, nor oppreffed among themfelves by the En- 
croachments of one another. 

The Scheme, which hath heen advanced to make all 
Fegimental Officers fubject to Removal by Judgment ot 
Court-martial, or by Addrefs of either Houfe of Parlia-. 
ment, would fo far alter the Conftitution of this Kingdom, 
as it would make the whole military Force, which fhould 
at any Time fubfift, for ever independent of its Sovereign.

Our Author takes Care to inform the Publick, that he 
has had the Advantage of being an Eye Witnefs of a great 
Number of his Facts, and for the reft, has had them trom 
fuch Perfons, as had very good Opportunities of being ac- 
quainted with them. He thinks it proper to inform his_ 
Readers, what a wide Difference there is between fome of 
his Relations, and thofe of Monfieur de Volteire, in his” 
ufe of Charles XII. of Sweden, and that he is apprehen- 
five this Circumftance may prejudice fome of his Readers 
againft his.

Pert cf his Readers, proceeds to give fome Account of 
the Government of Po/and, which he calls a Mixture of 
Monarchy and Arifocracy. The fapream Authority, fays 
Monfieur de Parthenay, is divided between the King and 
the People. The latter inthe ordinary Courfe of Things, 
1s reprefented by the Senate, but upon fome Occafions by 
the Diets..

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‘Diet, and, when a King is elected, proclaims him. Every 
Palatine heads the Troops of his own Palatine, is Prefi- 
Gent of the Affembly of the Nobility of his own Province, 
and exercifes many other Acts of Jurifdiction.

{ans are ade the Lieutenants of the Pa/atines, and are 


the chief of the Nobility, within their refpective Diftricts. 
The ten Great Officers of the Crown are the Grand Mar- 
foal, the Chancellour, the Vice-Chancellour, the Trea/furer, 
‘and the Court-Mar/f-al, for the Kingdom of Poland, and- 
the fame for the Duchy of Lithuania. Our Author, ha- 
ving given this Acconnt of the Senate, comes next to the 
Diets.

Parts of the Kingdom. (5.) The Neceffity of reforming 
_ the Artillery as foon as poffible: And (6.) The Benefit 
which would accrue to the Nation by a general Coin. 
After this he preffed them to defer the Diet of Ele¢tion, 
till the next Spring, under Pretext of giving them a fut- 
ficient Time to proceed maturely in their Choice. 

The Diet was foon obliged to fufpend its Debates for a 
Time by the Irrupticn of the Zertars near Zolkiew, and 
a Mutiny in the Army; and it was quickly afterwar ls 
entirely diffolved, upon Horodenski, the Nuncio of Czer- 
nicow’s leaving the Affembly, and protefting - gainft all 
their Proceedings. Not long after, the Lithuanians were 
likewife in Arms, under Pretence, that their Rights and 
Ecclefiaftical Immunities, had been infringed by the Ar- 
omy. Thefe Troubles were, however, fooner appeafed 
than thofe in Po/and, where the Rebels conimitted great 
Depredations, and were not brought to a Senfe of their 
Duty, till the Month of Mcy 1697. “The Turks and Tar- 
fers advanced, in the mean ‘Time, within eight Leagues 
of Lecpo/d, and laid all Wafte before them, The Abbot 
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de Pelienac, who was then Ambaflador from France in: 


Poland, offered, in his Mafter’s Name, 100,000 Florins,

He, therefore, concluded it might now be a proper Ime 
to propofe a Prince of the Houfe of France. He com- 
nunicated his Opinion to his Court, and infinuated that 
it would be no great Difficulty to raife a powerful Party 
to favour the Prince of Conti’s Intereft. “The next Step 
he took was artiully to diffuade the Fe/4% Nobility from 
propofing any of their own Body, as Candidates to the 
Crown. Having, as he thought, fecured this Point, he 
m2ce no fcruple to name his Candidate ;. as a Prince who 
could protect and cefend their Country, from all Infults. 
He was immediately oppofed by the Imperial Mhinifters ; 
it tae Abtot anfwered the Objections that were made 
againit the Prince of Cont7, in fuch Manner as was fatif- 
factory to many. None was more inflexible than the Bi- 
mop at Cxjaciz, ‘who was not by any Means to be 
Prougnt over to the French Party.
